BERLIN STILL DOUBTFUL 


Time of Release of Americans 
Apparently Depends Upon 
Speed of Swiss Diplomats.

The official procrastination re- 
garding the release of the Yarrowdale 
‘prisoners appears to have been due en- 
tirely to misleading news reports from 
America that German sailors had been 
taken from interned ships and were be- 
ing held virtually as prisoners.

While not presuming to arrogate even 
pseudo-diplomatic functions to the a!- 
ready delicate job of war corresponding 
in Germany after the break of relations. 
I tried to interest Dr. Zimmerman per- 
gonally in the speedy release of the 72 
American Yarrowdale prisoners, if only 
as possible serving to eliminate at least 
one inflammable factor from the present 
situation. 

I pointed out that the personal liberty 
issue, traditionally dear to the American 
heart, is involved in the Yarrowdale 
case, and that a painful impression 
would be certain to be created by the 
revocation of the earlier promise of re- 
lease on subsequently proved false re- 
ports of similar treatment of German 
sailors in America. 


Considered German Public Opinion. 
Dr. Zimmermann,, who took these per- 


sonal representations broadmindedly and 
in good part, indicated that he could not 
have acted otherwise than to order the 
holding of the Americans on the Yar- 
rowdale until the clarity of the situa- 
tion had been established, as he, too, 
had a public opinion to consider, and 
that German public opinion certainly 
would have been aroused, if the Amer- 
feans had been released, and it subse- 
quently had turned out that German 
Sailors were being held in confinement. 

Dr. Zimmermann, who showed great 
interest in the Yarrowdale case, in con- 
clusion again pledged his personal word 
of honor to me that their release should 
be immediate, on receipt of the desired 
information. 

At the Foreign Office I learned that 
the good offices of the Swiss Govera- 
ment and its diplomatic channels had 
been invoked to ascertain whether any 
German sailors were being held in con- 
finement. 


The settlement of the Tarrowdale 
case thus should depend, in the first 
line, on the speed with which the Swiss 
do business. 

Status of Assestenne in Doubt. 

The status of the handful of Ameri- 
sans here will probably continue to re- 
main doubtful until the assurance comes4 
from Washington that the treaty with 
Prussia will be kept in good faith in the 
event of war, and possibly until the pro- 
posed amendments are accepted. 

It is not literally correct, therefore, to 
jump to the conclusion that the few 
Americans here are being held, or even 
considered as possible hostages. To the 
isolated applicants for permission to 
leave the authorities express the sin- 
cere hope that, America will keep the 
ancient treaty, in which case Germany 
will virtually do so, while imposing po- 
litely technical difficulties to the few 
marooned business and professional men 
who want to get away quickly, and point. 
out that the process will take anywhere 
from 10 days to two weeks. 

Courteous treatment continues to be 
shown and these marking time are made 
to feel that there is not the slightest 
Cause for worry.

RED ONIONS BRING ST. LOUIS Af 
$32,000 PROFIT IN TWO WEEKS 


He Recently Purchased 6250 Sacks of 
Them, and Price Jumps 
From $5 to $10. 


Red onions and foresight have netted 
James W. Dacey of Dacey & Co., com- 
mission merchants, at 1209 North Broad- 
way, a small fortune within the last 
two weeks. Several weeks ago Dacsy 
bought 26 carloads of the onions in the 
Ohio and Wisconsin markets at an aver- 
age price of $3.75 a sack of 100 pounds. 
His purchases totaled 6250 sacks. The 
price here then was about $5 a sack..

BUSINESS RIVAL Ut

Vincent Butera’s Widow Says 
He Told Her They Had 
Threatened Him. 


SHE PLEADED FOR HIS LIFE 


Says Two Men Told Her They 
Had No Intention of Harm- 
ing Her Husband. 


Dominic Giambrone, a saloon keeper 
at 826 Biddle street, and his helper, 
Momo Annello, were questioned by the 
police this morning concerning the mur- 
der of Vincent Butera, whose body, 
with a hatchet buried in the skull, was 
found yesterday afternoon in his sa- 
loon at 901 Biddle street. Giambrone and 
Annello were arrested after Butera's 
widow revealed that her husband told 
her two weeks ago these were the men 
to be questioned in case he should be 
killed. 

Mrs. Butera said that since Feb. 2 her 
husband had stood armed guard at his 
saloon, sleeping there at night, because 
of threats to kill him and blow up the 
building. She was not disquieted be- 
cause he did not return home after the 
closing hour at 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning, and in the afternoon she went 
downtown to shop. 

Finds Saloon Locked. 

At about 3 o'clock she went to the Sa- 
loon to see her husband, and found the 
doors locked. She called a policemau. 
who forced an entrance. Butera’s body 
lay in a hallway between the saloon and 
a poolroom in the rear. 

Mrs. Butera said her husband opened 
the saloon about eight months ago, and 
soon reports reached him that Giam- 
brone, in the c jolning block, was an- 
gered at this invasion of what he con- 
sidered his trade territory. Strangers 
went to Butera mysteriously and told 
him that if he didn't close his place 
and move away he would be killed, 
Once a bomb was set off in the rear of 
the saloon, but did no damage. our 
fanijlies who had quarters Above the 
Saloon were terrified into e By, 
threats that the building’ would’ be de- 
stroyed. 

Butera did not inform his wife of these 
warnings until Feb. 2, on which date, 
according to his nephew, Philip Butera, 
Annello met Vincent Butera and told 
him he must give up his business. To 
guard his property and also, Mrs. Bu- 
tera thovght, to prevent any possibility 
of his wife’s life being endangered pv 
an attempt to kill him by blowing up 
his home at 3870 Page avenue, Butera put 
a cot under the bar in the saloon and 
slept there with two revolvers within 
easy reach. 

When Butera 
ger he was in, 
up his saloon, 


told his wife of the dan- 
she begged hin. to give 
but he replied that he 
would hold on until his year’s license 
expired. Then, she said, she went to 
Giambrone and Annello and on her 
knees begged them not to harm her hus 
band. They told her, she said, that 
they had no intention of injuring him, 
and denied having menaced him. 

The police were convinced that Butera 
was struck from the rear as he stood 
behind the. bar checking up his cash 
register before closing. 

No Evidence of Resistance. 

Either his assailant stole upon him 
without being detected, or else was 
someone whom the saloon man knew 
and did not tear, for he was a man of 
powerful physique, 6 feet tall and weigh 
ing 200 pounds. There was no evidence 
of resistance, and Butera's revolvers 
lay where he could quickly have reaciied 
them. The body was dragged from b»- 
hind the bar into the hallway, where it 
could not be seen by passersby througa 
the windows. 

There was no attempt at robbery, as 
Butera’s watch and money were found 
undisturbed. 

Giambrone was arrested in his saloon 
a few minutes after the murder was 
discovered. He denied any knowledge 
of the crime and said he had never 
threatened Butera. Annello was taken 
last night at his home in “Dago Hill, 
and to all questions replied with ges- 
tures meaning that he did not under- 
stand English.

UNUSUALLY DRASTIC 
DRY AMENDMENT 


Would Make It Crime to Order 
or Buy Liquor to Be Taken 
Into Prohibition States. 


HOUSE GETS WEBB BILL 


Favorable Report Mdae on Pro- 
posal to Submit National 
Prohibition Amendment. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Senate 
today adopted a drastic amendment to 
the postoffice appropriation bill, making 
it a crime for persons in dry states to 
order, purchase or cause to be trans- 


ported any intoxicating liquors into 
such states. 

About the same time the Webb resolu- 
tion for a national prohibition constitu- 
tional amendment was reported favor- 
ably to the House, although a minority 
committee report was made against ft. 
. Democratic Leader Kitchin said the 
Webb resolution would be taken up in 
the House within a week. He predicted 
it would pass the House by the neces- 
sary two-thirds, but probably would not 
be acted upon in the Senate before ad- 
journment of Congress, March 4. 

Majority Report. 

The majority report declared that, in- 
asmuch as more than 60 per cent of 
lire population of the-- United States 
lives in dry territory, it is incumbent 
upon Congress to submit the question of 
national prohibition to the states. 

Leaving out of consideration the mer- 
its of the prohibition policy of dealing 
with the alcoholic liquor traffic,” says 
the report, when more than half of the 
states in the Union have declared in 
favor of prohibition; when 85 per cent 
of the territory of the United States 
has outlawed the saloon, and more 
than 69 per cent of the population live 
in such territory; and when approxi- 
mately 10,000,000 of our people residing 
in all sections of the Union have peti- 
tioned directly for the passage of this 
resolution, your committee is of the 


on the Congress to submit the issue 
to the states ir the manner requested 
as prescribed by the terms of the Con 
stitution itself. 


“If it is not desired, 13 states of the 
Union can prevent its adoption; but if, 
on the other hand, 36 states desire such 
change, they should have the right 20 
make it, and it would appear to your 
committee that the question is now one 
of sufficient importance to be submitted 
to them, so that they may pass upon 
* 

Minority’s Objections. 

The minority report set forth six ob- 
jections to the resolution. They were 
that “it does not ‘provide for a date 
of submission to all states; it would not 
prohibit personal consumption of liquor: 
it would interfere with the police pow- 
ers of the states; it would permit the 
confiscation of property without com- 
pensation; the general governmental] 
effect of prohibition would be bad: it 
would raise a serious revenue question.“ 

“Coercion alone will not prohibit; 
neither will it inculcate temperance,“ the 
minority report continues, for temper- 
ance and, indeed, prohibition, depend on 
changes for the better in habits and 
conditions which are only brought about 
by a regulation of benefit obtained 
through moral and educational appre- 
ciation.’’ 

Signers of the minority report were 
Representatives Igoe ahd Dyer of St. 
Louis, Graham of Pennsylvania, Steele 
of Iowa, Danforth and Dale of New 
York and Gard of Ohio. 

The Webb measure would prohibit the 
manufacturing, transportation, importa- 
tion and sale of alcoholic liquor for bev- 
erage purposes.

Yet his immense in- 
fluence in the entourage of the German 
Emperor gives him a voice in purely 
political and foreign policies. 

Contempt for U. 8. Strength. _ 

Americans whos business in Berlin was 
to study the springs of action of the 
German Government say they know that 
Gen. von Ludendorff dislikes Americans 
and has contempt for their military 
strength. While he is aware of their 
potentialities, yet so far as any organi- 
zation and application of them is pos- 
sible, the ycould not, in the opinion of 
the German Quartermaster-General, be 
brought to bea rupon the present war 
which, he thinks, will be finished before 
the United States could get into action. 

The conviction in the small group 
responsible for the acts of the German 
Government appears to.be that the sub- 
marine war can be successful against 
England within three months. That !n 
any event it is a powerful arm for 
immediate and continual use until the 
war is ended.

Plan for Universal Military Serv- 


ice, Differing From Senate 
Bill, Submitted to Baker. 


WORKED OUT IN DETAIL 


Will Be Made Public, if Con- 


gress Fails to Act, to Allow Com- 
parison With Senate Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—A detailed 
pian for the establishment of a national 
policy of universal military training and 


service was laid before Secretary Baker 


yesterday by the Army General Staff. 
ie differs radically from that provided 
for in the Chamberlain bill, favorably 
reported Saturday by the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee, in that a full year of 
training would be required as the abso- 
jute minimum. The Senate bill is based 
en six months’ training. 

The staff bill was submitted to each 
of the 36 members of that body and 
represents the consensus of their opin- 
ion. It is understood to have been 
worked out in much greater detail than 
the Senate bill, which leaves wide de- 
partmental power to prescribe regula- 
tions. . 
Secretary Baker has indicated that the 
eco endations of the staff will be 
r public later, even in the event 
that the plan does not receive the ad- 
ministration’s approval, so that it can 
serve as a basis for discussion before 
the country after the adjournment of 
Congress, and can be compared with 
the Senate plan. Advocates of univer- 
sal service have urged that a referen- 
aum be taken when public sentiment has 
voen crystallized on the question. 


Secretary Baker’s Position. 
In numerous e putiic adéresses Secre- 


tary Baker has made references to 
gompulsory service which have been in- 
terpreted by some army officers as an 
indorsement of some such system, but 
neither he nor President Wilson has 
definitely committed himself. 

With the staff and Senate bills now 
available, many officials believe the 
question will be given serious considera- 
tion at the White House, particularly 
in view of strained ‘international rela- 
tions. 

There has been little prospect that the 
matter would be brought to a definite 
issue before the next session of Con- 
greas, but it is pointed out by advo- 
cates of such: legislation that if the 
President should recommend passage of 
A universal service bill the present Con- 
gress could hardly avoid a vote on the 
subject. 


. How Staff Bin was Drawn. 
The staff bill, which is understood to 


have been modeled on the Argentine 
military system to some extent, was 
drawn by a committee of four officers 
of the general steff, headed by Col. 
Lockridge. /Ten attached officers at the 
War College aided in the avork. 

Estimates of cost and numbers were 
included in the report of this committee, 
which was subsequently handed to every 
officer of the general staff for his in- 
dorsement. 

Minor differences of opinion developed, 
but, on the urgent desirability of pass- 
ing a universal service bill, the staff 
officers are said to be unanimous in 
their belief that the country can have 
no assurance of adequate defense unless 
some such system is provided.

sor, the late Ben Blewett, had left the 
schools in such excellent condition that 
no important change is needed. 

Dr. Withers is here as a member of a 
commission organized by New Jersey’s 
State Commissioner of Education to 
make a survey of the State normal 
schools. 

The St. Louis schools are now in close 
touch with the people,” he said, and 
they are serving the people as complete- 
ly as possible. We in St. Louis are 
Sanely progressive. We don’t want to 
move forward 10 steps and slip back 
five. That is one great thing about St. 
Louis. We never go back.“ 

Gary Plan Not Needed West. 

When he was asked about the Gary 
(Ind.) plan of education, which has 
aroused much interest in the East, Dr. 
Withers replied that St. Louis did not 
need to consider such a plan, the chief 
feature of which is the grouping of the 
children in large study halls. Such a 
plan, he said, might be needed where 
there is congestion in schvol buildings, 
but no such condition will exist in St. 
Louis when the proceeds of the new bond 
issue are made available. 

He spoke with pride of the large ma- 
jority given for the bond issue, of the 
city’s fine school buildings and of the

HAVANA, Feb. 15.—Latest reports 
from Las Villas show that the Conserva- 
tives (the party of President Menocal) 
have a large majority in the re-elec- 
tion. | 

Three rebels and two troopers were 


killed in a fight between the insurrec- 
tos under Baldomera Acosta and forces 
under Col. Carillo. In Manguaraya reb- 
els under Joaquin Gomez were defeat- 
ed by troops who captured arms and 
prisoners. There is no interruption in 
the operations of the sugar mills. 

The Government has cabled the United 
States for prices on the latest makes of 
airplanes. The Cuban aviator Agusin 
Parla is expected to operate against the 
rebels. Parla flew from Key West to 
the Bay Muriel in May, 1913, and won a 
$5000 prize. 

Gomez’ Yacht Is Found. 
The yacht Julito, owned by former 
President Gomez, has been found by a 
leunboat, abandoned. 

Gen. Geraldo Machado, a prominent 
Cuban military official and member of 
the Liberal Committee, is reported to 
have been killed at Las Vallas. Another 
member of the Liberal Committee, Gen. 
Ernesto Asbert, has been captured by 
Government troops. The arrest of Gen. 
Asbert was confirmed_today. at the se- 
cret police headquarters here. The Gen 
eral was formerly Governor of Havana 
Province. In July, 1913, he was impli- 
cated in the killing of Gen. Jesus Riva, 
the head of the Havana police depart- 
ment. The following year he was con- 
victed and sentenced to 12 years’ im- 
prisonment, but was released from pris- 
on after the Cuban Senate and House 
of Representatives had passed an am- 
nesty bill over the veto of President 
Menocal. 

Gen. Machado was formerly Minister 
of the Interior. He resigned his por: 
folio in the spring of 1912. 


From Cuba Indicate Rebel 
Fotces Are Losing. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—State De- 
partment. reports from Cuba today in- 
dicate that the Government is making 
some progress in putting down the Lib- 
eral uprising.

Unmolested Residence Period. 
Under the treaty, as it stands at pres- 
ent, citizens of either country domiciled 
in the other are guaranteed unmolested 
residence for nine months after a dec- 
laration of war, but may be excluded 
from fortified cities or places of mili- 
tary importance. 

The German proposals guarantee to 
German subjects in the United States 
and Americans in Germany freedom to 
leave the country of their respective 
residence at a time and by roads to be 

assigned. They may take with them all 
18 r personal property, including money, 
valuables and bank credits, except as 
otherwise prohibited by existing embar- 
goes, and protection of themselves and 
their property shall be guaranieed in 
accordance with the laws of the country 
of their residence. There shall be no 
restrictions of their private rights other 
than the judicial enforcements imposed 
on neutrals. 


Property Treated as Neutral. 
Special provision is made that civilians 


shall not be put in concentration camps 
or their’ property sequestrated except 
under laws applying alike to all neutrals 
and a general provision is inserted that 
German property in the United States 
and American property in Germany 
shall be treated as neutral. 
Another provision protects 
rights and contract returns. 
A significant section is one guarantee- 
ing the protection of the sixth Hague 
convention in regard to enemy merchant 
ships to merchantmen of both parties, as 
well as their cargoes. The provision is 
extended, however, to forbid the en- 
forced departure of such vessels from 
their ports without a binding pass from 
all enemy countries guaranteeing a free 
voyage to a home port.

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UNIVERSAL MILITARY TRAINING. 

To inform the public thoroughly concerning 
the advantages from every standpoint of universal 
obligatory military training anc service, the Post- 
Dispatch will publish on the editorial page a series 
of utterances on the subject by public men who 
speak with authority of experience and careful 
study. 

As proof that universal military training for 
national defense is hot repugnant to the funda- 
mental principles of democracy upon which this 
Government is founded, nor to its iz.stitutions, 
and is not a menace to but a safeguard of the 
welfare of the people, we shall quote the views of 
founders of the Republic and its early Presidents. 
Today we offer a statement of George Washing- 
ton, whose experience in the Revolutionary War 
and wise foresight as to the Republic’s needs made 
him an ardent advocate of military training for 
the youth of the country. He attributed the des- 
perate struggle to obtain our independence and 
our narrow escape from defeat to untrained troops 
and short enlistments. We shall follow Washing- 
ton’s counsel with that of Jefferson, apostle of 
democracy and master of its philosophy and prac- 
tice. We shall print statements by leading men 
of today who have given thought to the subject. 

The Post-Dispatch, in printing this series, has 
a direct practical object in view. We want not 
only to inform public opinion, but to crystallize it 
into a demand that Congress enact and the Presi- 
dent approve a sound measure providing for uni- 
versal obligatory military training and service. 
The Chamberlain bill to this cffect has been re- 
ported favorably to the Senate by the Military 
Committee. We think that this or a similar bill 
should be passed at the earliest possible time. 
The people should insist upon its adoption. 
We ought to begin thorough preparation for de- 
fense now. The only adequate method is uni- 
versal military training. That will give us pre- 
paredness for war and heightened efficiency in 
peaceful activities. It will discourage war and in 
the event war is forced upon us will insure us 
against its worst disasters. 
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' THE KAISER’S UNHAPPY COMPARISON. 
Speaking of his submarine deadline to Poet 
Hans Mueller, the Kaiser said, “Napoleon’s con- 
tinental blockade, from a phantom, is becoming a 
reality, one which will hit England harder than 
everything else heretofore.” 
The comparison is not happy for Germany. 
Napoleon’s attempted paper blockade has been 
condemned as illegal and indefensible by the civ- 
ilized world. It was opposed with force by neu- 
trals. But Napoleon struck at commerce; he did 
not attempt to destroy all the means of ocean 
transportation; nor did he dream of destroying 
ruthlessly without warning all ships, whether of 
friend or foe, with their passengers and crews. 
He harbored no savage intent to send helpless 
non-combatant citizens of neutral nations, men, 
women and children, to the bottom of the sea. 
The Kaiser’s unrestricted submarine warfare 
combines monstrous crime with Napoleon’s folly. 


A TRUE AMERICAN. 

One of last week’s numerous applicants for 
naturalization papers proved without answering 
a question that he is eminently qualified for 
American citizenship. Others, no doubt, were 
able to demonstrate their fitness, but it remained 
for this man to do the thing with a certain deft- 
ness that approached the artistic. Told at the 
naturalization office that he would have to wait 
until somebody could serve him, he remarked 
that he wished to attend a matinee and went 
away, promising to come back another time.

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; PAOIFICISM RUNS AMUCK. 

Doubtless the public has imagined ‘that the 
$368,000,000 naval bill this year and the $318,885,- 
684 total volume of business of the Dupont Pow- 
der Co. for 12 months are explained by very 
obvious causes—cguses on which the press, great 
as is its power, could exert small influence.

The Munitions Trust editor of course has be- 
come a familiar personage on the staffs of all 
newspapers that may be classifed as belonging to 
the “25 greatest.” He is an autocratic gentleman, 
something like a sporting editor, and goes about 
at all times armed with a large quick-firing blue 
pencil. He sternly reproves any of us who may be 
slightly inclined to pacificism and painstakingly 
eliminates anything we may write giv aid or 
comfort to those unsympathetic to the munitions 
makers. He also delights to swipe Mr. Bryan and 
take an occasional jab at Mr. Moore and Mr.

that at a recent committee meeting in Congress 


the Post-Dispatch was represented as being unfa- 
vorable to its passage. This bill,” he says, sim- 
ply prevents the use of the mails for liquor ad- 
vertising. In other words, it simply gives the 
states an opportunity to enforce their own laws 
against liquor advertising * * * without be- 
ing hampered by the Federal Government.”’ 

The states now have ample authority and oppor- 
tunity to inforce within their own jurisdiction and 
in respect to their own citizens any legal enact- 
ments they may adopt restricting the advertising 
and the general liberties of the press. Unless 
there was a design to go beyond this and give 
doubtful laws a force as applied to persons with- 
out as well as within their jurisdiction, the Bank- 
head measure would not be advocated. There is 
no “hampering” or interference“ on the part of 
the Federal Government. On the contrary, the 
purpose is, by obtaining the aid of the Federal 
Government in inforcement, to hamper and inter- 
fere with the citizens of states having no laws on 
this subject. 

The Bankhead bill is not as drastic as some oth- 
er bills that presume to regulate the press, but is 
unwise and even vicious in principle and totally 
undeserving of enactment. Reasonable safeguards 
are necessary to prevent the mails being used as 
an agency for spreading indecency and promoting 
transactions of a fraudulent and kindred charac- 
ter. We oppose emphatically a censorship on the 
mails and the press. 
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THE PERSONAL NOTE IN CONGRESS. 

Official cognizance of the appearance of a 
grandchild in the family of Speaker Clark was 
taken by the House of Representatives. Public 
business was suspended and Uncie Joe Cannon 
made a speech congratulating his successor on 
being numbered among the “old fool grand- 
fathers”—a class to which Uncle Joe confessed he 
had belonged himself for 21 years.

SENATE VOTES TO RETAIN 
PNEUMAMIC TUBE SERVICE 


Contracts in St, Louis and Other 
Large Cities Will Be Renewed 
for One Year, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The Senate 
yesterday voted 4% to 2%, to retain pneu- 
Matic tube service in St. Louis, New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago, and 
appropriated $1,000,000 therefor. The 
House appropriated $1,061,000, 

A Senate committee amendment adopt- 
ed makes it Mandatory upon the post- 
master general to renew the pneumatic 
tube contracts for one year from July 
1, next, and provides for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to investigate the 
tube systems, with a view to their pur- 
chase by the Government for future op- 
eratior. 

In opposing the amendment, Senator 
Reed said that he was not prepared to 
say that the pneumatic tubes should be 
abolished, and if that was the sole ques- 
tion at issue, he would hesitate before 
voting against them. He said, however, 
that the question had been evolved as to 
whether the Government without dis- 
cretion, should be compelled to continue 
them at the present alleged exorbitant 
contract price, or purchase them. Sen- 
ator Stone of Missouri also voted 
‘against the amendment.

1 Used in Explanation 
of Sinking in Lecture at W. 
U. Medical School. 


How the United States submarine F-4 
was lost in Hawalian waters and other 
interesting facts about the history and 
operation of undersea fighting craft, 
were explained Tuesday night by Lieut. 
"Bari R. Morrissey of the United States 
navy in an illustrated lecture at tho 
Washington University Medical School, 
under the auspices of the Washington 
University Association. Lieut. Morris- 

has served o years on subma- 
rines, having been second in command 
of the D-3, and will be attached to the 
Las soon as it is completed. . 

A lengthwise sectional view of a sub_ 
marine of the F-4 type was thrown on 
the screen while the lecturer pointed 
out the cause of the accident which cost 
the lives of the boat’s entire crew. He 
showed how immense storage batteries 
were arranged beneath the floor of the 


boat and how directly under these were 


water compartments, the filling and 
emptying of which regulate the bouy- 


ancy of the submarine for diving. 


What Wreckage Disclosed. 
An examination of the wreckage dis- 
closed, he said, that acid had slopped 


' over from the batteries, reaching the 


metal walls of the water compartments 
below and eating holes in them. When 
the boat submerged, therefore, water 


leaked through to the battery compart- 
ments and the compressed air apparatus 


was made powerless to empty the water 
tanks in the effort to rige. 

The F-4 then went deeper and deeper 
until the pressure become so great that 
it crushed in her hull. To recover the 

les of the crew—and only four of 
em ever were identified—divers. had to 
descend 303 feet, probably the greates“ 
ocean depth ever successfully penetrat- 
ed. The pressure at that depth was sc 
great that the divers had to be brought 
up to normal pressure again with ex- 
treme care and kept in special rooms 
for several hours before being able to 
go about in ordinary atmosphere. 

An unfortunate result, he said, was 

that nearly all the divers are now Phys 


ical wrecks, one having tuberculosis, 


another’s body being crunched in and 
the mind of a third being affected. He 
related other incidents of fatal acci- 
dents with submarines, and said that ail 
that is known about the boats has been 
Jearned in that way. After an accident, 


the cause is determined, if possible, and 


remedied in future construction. 

"The ‘“fool-proof’’ submarine has al- 
most been achieved, he declared, illus-

millions of the nation’s dollars had 

gone into the making. Daily, men had 

given their lives as the price of service 

beneath the hot sun, and engineers the 

best years of their existence in carrying 
forward the great work. 

Through fever-laden morasses, Over 
the redoubtable Culebra and down to 
the Pacific, the waterway had crawled 
like some monster snail, until one day 
the two great oceans lay connected, and 
the ships of all nations forsook the 
turbulent passage of the Horn for the 
landlocked lees of the great canal. 

Then war had come. The strategic 
possibilities of this connecting link be- 
tween the Atlantic and the Pacific would 
not be proved, said the theorists. With 
New. York and San Francisco less thin 
6000 miles apart, instead of some 15,000, 
the Atlantic and Pacific squadrons could 
concentrate to attack or to resist the 
enemy, separate, and return to their re- 
spective posts before the flying squad- 
ron of the enemy could hope to round 
the Horn and ravage the opposite coast. 

If the enemy attempted to force the 
passage of the canal, so much the bet- 
ter. In a single day either squadron, as 
the case might be, would be in a posi- 
tion to slip from one ocean to the other, 
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and outside the limit set in the canal 
treaty the united fleets would resist and 
‘destroy the enemy. 

So the theorists had reasoned. -What 
they had not .aken into account was 
that cgnservatism in naval affairs for 
eight long years which had been the 
result, partly of the reaction from the 
strenuous life and partly from the enor- 
mous cost of the canal, which had di- 
verted the nation’s dollars from other 
directions and left our navy far behind 
in the race for supremacy of the seas. 

As the world knows, the enemy’s first 
a ce had been off Colon, but, 

to the wireless ‘‘feelers,”” its 
fieet had been discovered some 36 hours 
before, and the Pacific squadron, which 
nad anticipated this move and lay in 
readiness off Panama, was successfully 
brought through the canal and formed 
in line with the Atlantic squadron. 

So far, the theorists had been vindl- 
cated. 

Then had come that awful revelation 
of the Caribbean, when beneath the 
fires of the new 17-inch guns our ships 
had been held at arm’s length and sent
